SMYTH  LECTURES  FOR  1934 

Of  particular  interest  to  the  alumni  is  the  announce- 
ment of  the  Smyth  Foundation  Lectures  for  this  year. 
The  seminary  is  fortunate  in  having  secured  Professor 
Frazer  Hood,  Ph.D.,  Litt.  D.,  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Psychology  in  Davidson  College  and  one  of  the  most 
noted  educators  of  our  Church,  to  deliver  these  lectures.

Beginning  on  Monday,  April  9th,  and  continuing 
through  Saturday,  April  14th,  Dr.  Hood  will  speak  in 
the  chapel  each  morning  at  11:00  o'clock,  his  subject 
being  "The  Christian's  Faith."  The  individual  lectures 
under  this  general  subject  with  the  days  of  their  delivery 
will  be  as  follows: 

Monday — "The  Domain  of  Faith." 
Tuesday — "Knowledge  and  Faith." 
Wednesday— "Belief,  Its  Nature  and  Function." 
Thursday— "The  Meaning  of  Faith." 
Friday— "The  Faith  of  Jesus." 
Saturday — "Faith  and  Life." 

All  alumni  are  cordially  invited  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  to  hear  Dr.  Hood  on  this  challenging 
theme.  The  seminary  is  in  a  position  to  furnish  rooms 
to  a  number  of  alumni  who  may  desire  them  and  board 
may  be  obtained  in  the  dining  hall  at  cost.

A  MESSAGE  FROM  MR.  DANIEL 

Columbia  Theological  Seminary  has  long  felt  the  need 
for  a  more  concerted  support  from  its  graduates  and 
former  students,  both  as  individuals  and  as  a  unified 
body.  It  needs  to  be  set  before  the  people  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  by  its  alumni  as  being  a  pillar  o E  faith 
and  a  vital  part  of  our  great  denomination ;  set  before 
them  in  such  a  way  that  their  feelings  toward  it  will  be 
converted  into  supporting  action.  And  it  needs  the 
prayers  of  its  sons  and  of  the  people  of  the  Church. 
These  requirements  can  be  met  only  when  there  is  a 
more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  school  and  its  aims  and 
ideals. 

The  alumni  need  the  support  of  the  seminary.  They 
will  be  encouraged  by  its  work  and  progress.  They  should 
be  acquainted  with  what  it  has  to  offer  young  ministerial 
prospects  and  candidates  whom  they  may  be  in  a  posi- 
tion to  advise.    That  spirit  of  Christian  brotherhood  here 


inculcated  need  ever  to  be  kept  aflame  in  the  heart  of 
each  graduate  and  former  student.  Those  individual 
friendships  and  old  acquaintances  made  at  Columbia 
should  not  be  allowed  to  lapse.  They  should  rather  be 
kept  fresh  and  renewed  for  the  mutual  benefits  derived. 

The  aforementioned  needs  of  the  seminary  and  of  the 
alumni  require  knowledge  and  action  on  the  part  of 
both  parties  in  order  to  be  realized.  The  acknowledged 
means  for  promoting  these  requirements  and  thus  realiz- 
ing our  aims  is  an  active  alumni  organization.  Its  pur- 
pose must  be  lofty,  its  officers  constructively  capable  and 
diligent,  and  its  machinery  must  be  suitable. 

Dr.  Richards  has  provided  office  space,  equipment  and 
personnel  for  an  alumni  office  on  the  campus.  The  ma- 
chinery or  the  actual  hand-work  of  the  organization  is 
the  phase  with  which  this  office  will  be  concerned.  We 
hope  to  be  helpful  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  work  con- 
ceived and  initiated  by  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
association. 

We  shall  keep  an  up-to-date  address  file  and  other 
necessary  records.  We  hope  to  build  an  individual  bio- 
graphical file  as  we  receive  interesting  data.  Details  in- 
cident to  reunions,  banquets,  and  meetings  in  general  will 
be  attended  to  through  this  office.  We  shall  periodically 
contact  the  alumni  through  the  regular  school  catalogues 
and  bulletins  as  well  as  through  special  notices  and  cor- 
respondence.

In  order  to  insure  a  closer  cooperation  between  the 
various  classes  and  the  general  alumni  program,  we  plan 
to  carry  on  much  work  through  the  various  class  secre- 
taries.

Votes  will  be 
counted  at  that  meeting.  Your  prompt  reply  in  this 
connection  will  be  appreciated  and  will  be  a  forward 
step  in  our  program.

A  CHALLENGING  OPPORTUNITY 

As  the  end  of  the  seminary's  fiscal  year  approaches, 
it  is  evident  that  the  drastic  economies  effected  in  its 
operation  are  going  to  result  in  a  greatly  improved  finan- 
cial report.  Even  so,  however,  a  heavy  decline  in  gifts 
from  churches  and  from  individuals  has  threatened  us 
with  another  deficit.  In  the  face  of  that  prospect  a  loyal 
friend  of  the  seminary  has  quite  recently  offered  us  the 
last  thousand  dollars  on  our  current  expenses  provided 
we  come  within  that  amount  of  operating  on  a  balanced 
budget.  The  task  which  has  been  set  us  is  not  easy,  but 
we  are  making  strenuous  efforts  to  raise  the  several 
thousand  dollars  required  to  meet  this  offer,  and  are 
hopeful  that  we  may  succeed.  If  any  of  the  Alumni  and 
friends  of  the  institution  can  find  it  possible  to  send  us  a 
special  contribution  before  our  books  are  closed  on  Apnl 
16th,  they  will  be  rendering  us  a  particularly  great  serv- 
ice in  so  doing.
